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This Yoliimej wliicli is now published in an incomplete 
form, was the work of the late Mr. IL Scott Smith, and was 
inteiTupted by his premature death. It Jiad been sanctioned 
by the Goyernment of India, as an experiment, on the 
recommendation of the Hecord Commission, at the time 
when Mr. C, I. Erskine, late member for Bombay in tlie 
Legislative Council, was President of the Commission. 
The work was designed to show how the calendering of the 
. Becords of G-overnment might be accomplished. It has 
been executed with great care and diligence, and there 
can be no doubt that some of the papers, condensed or 
abstracted' in this yolume, to which attention is thus 
directed, would be found to possess very considerable his- 
torical interest.

9th. That the condition, which the Vizir expresses, that the 
Brigade should never depart ivithout his permission, teas an in- 
stance of arrogance in him, and of an unbecoming submission in 
the late administration, and might prove the cause of the troops 
being detained for ever. 

Considers and endeavoui’s to answer these objections in detail. 
Recapitulates, at considerable length, the' disunion in the 
Council since the arrival of the new members. Dwells on 
the injurious tendency of this, in weakening the respect of the 
people of the country, and exciting the jealousy and distrust of 
tbe Vizir. States and answers the various complaints, brought 
against hinr by the new members, on the ground of not having 
been received on their arrival with suitable respect, and concludes 
with an earnest apjDeal to the justice of the Court.

Estimates 
the saving in interest at Rs. 1,40,000 for the fiiAst year and at 
Rs. 2,10,000 for each subsequent year. This computed at 12h 
years purchase, he observes, is equivalent to a reduction of a 
6 per cent, loan by Rs. 26,25,000 ; after which, the oiiginal ten 
lakhs would still be untouched and might then he applied to 
reducing the principal. 

The latter measure, however, he thinks should not be effected ' 
unless the bonds happen to be beloAV par. If abo've par, a further 
reduction of interest would prove more advanta'-mous to the 
Company. 
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Considers the advantages of reducing the interest, on the 310 
supposition that the estimate of receipts and expenditure should 
not show a surplus. Still thinks that the measure might be 
carried out, as the Government, if they have no money, have 
credit, which will answer equally well for the purpose. 

Endeavours to show that the reduction of the whole principal, 311 
supposing it possible, would result in distress to the creditor, ruin 
to the country, and consequent injury to the Company; inas- 
much as, it would drive every man either to live upon his capital 
or to carry it out of the country, — one or other of which, he 
conceives, would be the sole means of employing it in the then 
state of Bengal.

Considers an accusation of the Vizir to the effect that he fGolo- 397 
nel Gkampiov) had, after arriving at Bissouly, corresponded 
secretly with Pj’^zulla Khan and the Eohilla chiefs. Eeifiies by 
quoting the correspondence referred to, viz. : — 

FgzuUa Khan, {May 14tJi) to Colonel Ghani'pion. Mentions 397 
that after the death of his father, the Rohilla chiefs had doj)rived 
*him of his ancient estate. Ashs for assistance to recover the 
same, jpromising to pay Golonel Ohamjjion as much as he 
receives. 

Ahmed Khan (May IMh) to same. Bepresents himself as one 399 
of the folloioers of Fyzulla Khan; malces similar complaints and 
appeaXs for the assistance of the English. 

States that immediately on receiving these letters 'he showed 400 
them to the Vizir, offering the services of the corps of Grrenadiers 
to follow and reduce the fugitives; and, by the advice of the 
Vizir, replied as follows. 

Golonel Gliampion (May \6thJ to Fyzulla Khan. Mentions 401 
having consulted the Vizir, ivho had declared his intention not 
to svfer any persons of the Rohilla tribe to resettle in the country. 

. Reminds him that Rohilcund has been subdued, not for the 
English, but for the Vizir, to whom only he must loohfor 'pardon. 

Informs him that all his effects and property must be confiscated 
to the- Vizir, Imt jgromises personal protection to himself and 
family. ' "■ 

Same to Ahmed Khan. To same cficcf. 

Infers from these, how strictly" ho had carried out his orders to 
consider the Vizir “ as the master” in the matter of the Eohilla 
war. Quotes, 

Fyzulla Kian (May 24th) to Colonel Champion. Offers to 403 
visit the Vizir provided he receives Golonel Champion’s guaran- 
tee for his safety. 

Eemavks, upon this, the distrust which the Vizir had inspired in 403 
the minds of the fugitives by liis conduct to their kindred. 

Quotes his reply to tho foregoing, which he had sent witli tho 
approval of the ^h'zir. 
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Colonel Champion to FijzuUa Khan. Offers him the choice of 404 
two couo’ses of action ; \st, To receive a jaghire in the Boat) 
equal to, and in liett of, that vjhich he had possessed in Mohii- 
cimd mid to p>o.y the Vi'/dr 20 lakhs. 2nd, To retire with, all 
his treasure and family, hut loithout troops, to British territory. 

In either case guarantees his personal safety. 

Fyzulla Khan to Colonel Champion. Beplios to his letter dated ^'05 
May 1 Oth. Asks him to use his influence with the Vizir, to 
allow the toriter to remain in Bohilcund. Promises to pay a 
ti'ihute for the country equal to ivhatever any other chief may 
offer. Repeats his offer to come in on Colonel Champion^ s 
guarantee. 

Enumerates reasons wHcli influenced him to come to terms 407 
with Fyzulla KhaUj Ist^ The Company would receive 30 lakhs from 
Fyzulla Khan, for their influence in effecting the acconimodation. 

2ndj it would have tended to uphold the high character which the 
English enjoyed for magnanimity and justice, if they had checked 
the Vizir in his inhuman design of extirpation. 3rd, It would have 
secured the devotion to the Company of an army of lift}’' thousand 
Afghans, which might be useful as a check to the groA^ing inso- 
lence of the Vizir himself. For these r’easons he had recommended 
the proposal to the English Goveimor, sending, in the mean 
time, a reply to Fyzulla Khan. 

Colonel Champion, to Fyzulla Khan. Repeats the alternative 41 0 

offered in his last letter and states that further correspondence xoill 
he fruitless.

That tiie field officers 
were of opinion that this might be prevented if the Vizir were to 
offer a snm of twenty or even ten lakhs as prize money. 

That he had broached this subject to the Vizir, who had replied, 44'7 
that he alone knew where the treasure of the enemy Avas con- 
cealed that the English troops could not possibly' find it, and 
that he consequently declined to give them a courie. 

That, after this, he advanced closer to the Rohillas and, on the 448 
30fch, by request of the Vizir, repeated the offer of terms to 
Fyzulla Khan. 

That, on the 2ud of Octobei’, Fyzulla Khan came into the 450 
English Camp. 

Describes the steps he had taken, in treating with the Rohillas, 451 
and the final agreement {above page 22, para. 101). 

Quotes a letter, from the Vizir to Colonel Champion, written on 456 
the day before he left for Fj^zabad, in which he thanks him for 
his assistance and adds, that the trouble he had taken in the 
matter was beyond the power of language to express. 

Observes on the fm-egoing narrative, that he (Colonel Cham- 457 
phn) had not taken a single step in this business, without the 
direction and approbation of the Vizir. Considers therefore that 
he has refuted His Excellency’s calumnies.

endeavours to show the falsehood and arrogance, petulance and to 

meanness of His Excellency’^’s character, as displayed in his deal- 4/6 
iugs with the army. Liberally applies the most opprobrious terms 
to His Excellency’s conduct, such as “knavish tricks,” “lies,” 

“ forgeries.” 

Notices particularly the Vizir’s chai’ge that the English troops 477 _ 
had plundered the villages ; observing that tho charge is so ex- 
travagant, that it carries with it its own discredit. Appeals to 
the field officers against its truth. States that, on tho contrary, 
it Avas usual for the English troops, Avho Averc always in tho van, 
to occupy and protect the A'illages ; but, as soon as they had 
passed on, tho Vizii-’s army AA'ere in tho habit of firing tho villages, 
as bonfires for His Excellency’s aniu-semeut; that the Eornindars, 
even from a distance of 30 miles, used to send to tlic English, 
praying for protection, even to tho extent of a single sepoy. 

Dwells upon tho insolence of tho Vizir’s troojAS; instancing tho 470 
case of Lieutenant F orbe.s, Avho, in tho presence of tho Compan 3 '’s 
sepoA's, AVMs told by an officer of tho Vizir’s army, that he AA'onhl 
liavc his coat stript from his back and his cars cut off; also, that 
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PlUJC 

his own senmnts h:nl hoon .nb timo.s hcnion by iho Vij^ir’s people 
nml his ]>cvsonul hnsrirntro ilirown on bhti groniul. Stalesj that 
fur fheso gross insult. s, the A'h’/.ir gave no rotlrcss. 

De.scrilH'.s the inlnunan treabnionb of'ilio pri.soncrs, who were 480 
often withotib food or change of raitnenb, tind Inul frequently bo 
subsist upon the charity of tlio Unglish oilicer.s ; observing, that 
the Vi/.ir had refused to give any jissisLanec in transjiorting tho 
wounded Ilohilhis to iho Jilnglisli liospituhs, or in burying tho 
dead. 

Stales, ihafi several of the Jlohilla chiefs had been induced, by 482 
the Vizir’s jiroiuise.s of protection and friendsliip,' to remain neu- 
tral at Bissouly ; yet, that no sooner had the Vizir arrived there, 
than ho ])laecd tl'iose nnliappy people in close contincmcnt, rob- 
bed them of their properly, and treated their women with dis- 
honoi’, indignity and cruelty. Particidarizes the case of Mabulla 
Khan, and his brother I'attch-Ulla Khan, quoting the treach- 
erous letters* of the Vizir, b}' which ho had induced them to listen 
to his promises of safety. 

I'larnestly exhorts the Council to interfere on behalf of the 48G 
lloliilla chiefs. 

Comments on Colonel ilaclcan’s interference in the atfairs of 48G 
tho Vizir, also U])on the undue intcrreroncc of i\Ir. Middleton, with 
the province of the Commander-in-Chief.

Observes ; " Whether considered as my accusers 
or as joint members of the administration, I disclaim t eir 
to erect themselves into a tribunal to try my conduct, noi s ou 
any consideration prevail upon me to subject myseli to sue a 

state of humiliation,” ■ . , n 

Judges it to be inconsistent with his own honor, oi e om- 
pany’s interest, for the first member of the administration to fie 
' arraigned at the Council Board and exposed to the insolence, and 
calumnies of such a miscreant as Nundcomar. Had asked the 
majority to appoint a Committee to enquire into Nundcomar s 
and the Rani’s charges. 'But this they refused to do although 
they might thus have obtained the same knowledge and satisfac- 
tion which an inquisition, taken by the Board at large, would 
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elicit. The only point which they could possibly gain by persist- 
ing in bringing such a subject before the Board, was to obtain a 
public triumph over me and to expose my place and person to 
insult.” 

Considers, therefore, that he was reduced to the alternative of 772 
submitting to the indignities offered to him, or of using the 
authority which the ancient and unrepealed constitution of the 
service had vested in the President ; viz. to declare the meeting 
dissolved. Defends his conduct, in this matter, by the arguments 
used in his former minute {above para. 117) adding ‘'‘'I am confi- 
dent, whatever may be the opinion as to the right, that with you. 
Gentlemen, and with all wise and moderate men, nothing will 
justify the intemperance of my opponents ; who compelled me, 
by every circumstance of useless and indecent provocation, 
to fly to such an expedient, as the only means of saving me from 
personal insult.” 

Refers to the repeated attempts, made by the majority, to com- 775 
pel the attendance of his two principal servants before the Board. 
Observes that this will be considered, by those who know the 
manners and customs of the country, as an outrage offered directly 
to* himself. That such was also the intention of tho Council, he 
infers from General Clavering’s conduct at the meeting of the 
20th {above para. 88). 

Considers the indirect charges and insinuations contained in 776 
Nundcomar’s letter {above para. 30). Had, before leaving 
Madras to enter on the Government in 1772, received a letter, 
through Nundcomai’, professing to be written by the Begum 
and filled with invectives against Mohammed Beza Khan, and en- 
comiums on Nundcomar. Observes .that the Begum had since 
declared that this letter, which bore her seal, was a forgery. 

Reviews his conduct in the matter of Mohammed Beza Kliau’s 777 
and Shittabroy’s disgrace, to show the improbability of his having 
received bi’ibes from either. 

Considers certain pretended usurpations, by tho Rajah of Bena- 778 
res, which Nundcomar insinuated had been sanctioned, by the 
Goveimor-General, from interested motives. Recapitulates the 
steps which he had taken to ascertain Who was tho rightful 
owner of the parganas referred to; quoting tho letter of tho 
officer Avho had investigated the matter, and showing that tho 
Company had no possible claim on these parganlis, wdiich had 
been presented by Mir Jaffir, in 1776 to Bulwan Singh, {Fafhcr of 
Gheyt Singh). 

Replies to an accusation of the majority, to tho effect that he /SI 
had permitted his servant, Cantoo Baboo, to hold tiiluks and 
farms to a considerable amount in tho province. Observes that 
Cantoo Baboo ivas in possession of those liilulcs before his {/bo 
Govern or-GcncraVsJ arrival ; and that many of tho farms wc'ro 
taken vuthout his knowledge and almost against In's advice,^ as 
lie had been apprehensive lest Cantoo Baboo miglit ong.ago him-

Asserts that the treaty of Benares was known to the Court 
of Directors before the Mercury,-’^ which brought out the new 
members of Council, sailed from England. 

Points out that, although the orders of the Board for the 
recall of the Brigade, were sent after the conclusion of the treaty 
with Pyzulla Khan, still the gentlemen of the majority were not 
aware of the treaty when the ordex-s were resolved on.

dated May 16th (abovs j>age llO^jiara 65.) 

Expi esses concern that 'his own inaccuracy of expression, or, 
the multiplicity of business before the Board, should have led to 
• his meaning having been so much misunderstood as to elicit an 
answer from the Council such as he had received. 

Regrets that they should not have thought it necessary to 
accede to his request, for a copy of Cantoo Baboons examination 
oti the subject of caste. Had reason to suppose that, having 
honored him with a reference, the Council would have been 
desirous to furnish him with ah the evidence taken before them- 
selves, more especially, as he had entered upon the investigation 
out of compliment to the Board and from no official obligation. 

The investigation was necessary, the Board thought the evidence 
material, and could ■ not expect me to take it up simply on an 
extract of the prisoner's representation, and a verbal message 
from the Board. .I't is not the case of l^fnndcomav only; it is 
that of every Brahman, and, perhaps, of every Hindoo in the 
country. That I might give attention and full satisfaction to yon, 

I transmitted the whole of the evidence tfikeii before me and all ' 
the information T have been able to procure.” 

Imputes their refusal '^to some standing order, and to the 
secrecy which the Council have imposed on themselves, and uot 
to a want of that candour and comit}" of behaviour, which is 
necessary to be maintained between every branch of the. adminis- 
tration,” 

Recapitulates what bad passed on this matter between himself 
and the Board, to show how repeatedly he had been misnuder- 
stood. Had requested that api’isoner, whose case was very parli- 
culai'Iy circumstanced, might be acquainted, by tlio Board, that 
applications for relief must be adtb’essed immediately to the 
Judges assigning’ for this a gvneral reason. This ^ was under- 
stood as denying the Council's right to receive petitions, and ho 
was answered by an assertion of that right, and a claim of Iho 
Board to communicate petitions to the Judges. Observes on 
this, that Nundcomar’s petition had not been conmmnicatea 
to the Judges, nor had ho Z'/Sf)' Elijah Impey) said anything di- 
rectly, or indirectly, to which this was an answer. Alter 
this, had thought it necessary to assign a more pari icniar rea- 
son, founded on the report that Nundconiar was to be forcibly 
released. Cannot help thinking that this has been taken iij) by 
the Board with too Tmieh warmth; inasimich “'as yen directs 
impute to me the jniblication and adoption ol the report, .on 
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three members of your Board think fit to make an afiidavit to 324 
clear themselves of a charge which had never been made^ or intend- 
ed to be made against them.” 

Impey. Feels ' himself much affected by the last clause of that afiidavit, 

Council. which would seem to imply that he had created, as well as adopted, 

the report. To free himself from this imputation, has had the 
existence and universal prevalence of the report testified to by the ■ 
affidavits of gentlemen of the most undoubted credit and honor. 

Denies that he had ever given credit to the report, but observes 
that the existence, and not the truth of the report justified a re- 
presentation to the Council. 

Considers the assertion of Council, “ That the Government 325 
being vested in them, the natives are the immediate objects of 
their care and jirotection,” and their consequent claim “ to receive 
and communicate petitions to the Judges.” Points out that this 
claim of protection had arisen from the petition for release of 
a prisoner, who had been confined in due course of Law, and 
that it must therefore be a claim to examine into, and relieve 
against the acts of the Judges. Observes, that if the natives be 
under the protection of the Council, they are very much more 
under the protection of the Law, and of the Supi>sme Court, 
which was instituted to protect them against the real, or pretend- 
ed authority vested in British subjects. Refuses to acknowledge 
the claim ; asserting, in the name of the Judges, ‘‘ that there doth • 
not reside in the Governor- General and Council any legal authority 
whatsoever, to revise and control any judicial acts of the Judges, 
done either in, or out of Court, be those acts ever so eri’oneous.” 

Observes that if the claim be restricted to the acts of the 326 
Judges, as Justices of the Peace, it is equally unwarrantable ] as an 
interference before trial ■will be equally injurious to the conduct of 
criminal justice. . 

As to the claim to communicate petitions to the Judges, appre- 
hends that no Board, even of the highest authority in England, can 
refer any matter either to a court of justice or any Judge thereof, 
otherwise than by suit legally instituted. 

Describes the measures he had taken to guard against any undue 327 
Supreme Court, exercise of the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court ; quoting one 
of the rules of the Court, wMch forbad any summons to issue 
against a defendant except on an affidavit, made to the satisfac- ' ■ 

tion of the Court, or a Judge thereof, that the defendant was . 
subject (specifying the manner) to the jurisdiction of the Court. 

Impey. Considers certain cases in which the jurisdiction of the Supreme 328 

Council. Court was said to have been exceeded ; and endeavours to show

Rep]}*, therefore, to such 
parts only as affect tlieir own conduct, or the interests of the 
country. 

Defend their conduct in the matter of Ivnndcomar’s confine- 
ment. State that 'when his petition vras received, they had 
informed Sir Elijah Iinpoy that ho had refused to take sus- 
tenance, and that this refusal was probablv founded on a 
serious religious prejudice."’ Tliat to this, Sir Elijah Impey 
replied that Hundconiar had nob been committed by him anti 
that he had no authority to interfere in tlio affair, there 
being felony expressly charged in the warrant.”

or implied, subjects them to such jurisdiction, wo fore.sco that it 
must soon in fact be extended to all inhabitants of the Province, 
or with very few exceptions. The few who may be instructed to 
plead to the jurisdiction, Avill be put to grc.-it trouble and expense, 
w'hethor the plea be ultimatelj’^ allowed or not. 'J’hoy must em- 
ploy Attornies and fee Counsel to ])lcnd for thorn, in a Court to 
which at last they may bo found not amenable. If, fi-om not 
being able to find bail, they should bo arrested and brought from 
a distant Province to Crdciitta, they ai'c, tlioreby, disgraced in 
the eyes of their Province (supposing them to bo men of ruidc) 
and probably ruined by being torn from the care of their families and 
affairs. On the other- hand, it may in some cases be the intoi-est of 
the defendant to acknowledge the jui-isdiotiou ol’ tiro Strpr-enre 
Court, when in fact ho is not subject to it. The farmers of rovciiue

onr replies to all, we liaro constantly assnmed the preroo-atives of 
tnat cliaracter, bat eluded the diro'cfc arotval of it. Under tlie 
nanie of influence, we liave oftered them protection, and tvo have 
granted them the indulgences of Govemmeut, under elusive ex- 
pressions,— sometimes applied to our treaties rvitb the Nawab, 
sometimes to our own rig'lits as the Uewan ; sometimes openly 
declaring tlio virtual rule which we held of thes provinces, wo have 
contended with them for the rights of Government, and threatened 
to expel with force their encrdacliments on it. * ^ % In word 

we have always .allowed ourselves to ho treated as principals j wo 
have treated as principals ; but wo have contented ourselves with 
lettiiig our actions; insinuate the character which we eflectivcly 
possessed, without asserting it.-*^ 

Has long considered the reserve which has been enjoined, in 
this respect, as a consequence of tho doubts which have prevailed 
concerning tho nghts of tho British Government or tho Com- 
pany, to the propert}'^ and dominion of these provinces; not as 
inferring a doubt with respect to any foreign power.

They forbid them to furnish the French mitk goods, 
or money for the provision of goods ; they order the Board to 
keep the most matchful eye on all exports fiom the Presidency and 
subordinates ; and to dismiss, and send home such of their servants 
as hhali be found aiding, or assisting in the French investment.? ; 
to send home free merchants, convicted of the like ofieuce ; and to 
prevent the natives from assisting them by such means as may be 
consistent mith the treaties subsisting between the taro nations. 
These injunctions all I'egard the French export trade, 'uithont 
even the most disttnt allusion to their imports, and demonstrate 
that they mished only to guard against ^the injury mhich their 
investment mould suffer by the competition of French traders^ 
aided by their ornn servants, or others enjoying their protection ;

Objects, tboreforo, to sending anj’- rc-inforcemont to Bombay, 
tbiukiug such aid “ inconsistent with tbo jiriuciplcs which wo have 
established for tbo rule of our Govcnimont, and the measures wo 
have already adopted.” Sept. 7, 

47. — ^Aliiiute, on same, by Col. Monson. Agrees witli General 2b8 
Clavering. Thinks the moasiu’opi’oposed would bo liigbly dishonour- 
able ; as it would make the Company, in order to establish the peace 
of the empire, the aggressors in the Mabratta war. Is of opinion 
that a system of policy must be adopted diametrically opposite to 
tbat which for many years, had been pursued j and that the proper 
policy of Government sbould be to support authority in those 
persons who have a legal right to govern the country.

Eeplies to General Clarering’s objections that '“'to assist the 
Bombay Government wonld he incompatible vith the negotiation 
which had been opened with the other paity at Poonah observ- 
ing that it is no new practice, even with the most civilized nations, 
to H'eat for peace in the midst of war, but th.at in the present case, 
it appears unavoidable, as peace wili not be efiected by the retreat of 
one party. A negotianon can only be conducted with a probabilitv 
of success, when one party has some advantage to ofier, or some 
danger to threaten. “By precipitately .abandoning the war, we 
give tip all, even the dread of retaliation, of any Injuries which 
we may sustain by any subsequent conduct of our' enemies."’ Does 
not think it necessary that the re-inforcements should take the 
field : but thinks they should be at- band to secure the alternative 
of peace, or such just and honorable conditions, as the nature of 
the case may allow. 

“ I will, in this place, frankly own that the opinions which I have 
formerly given fahotc pjyv llfi/»£?;v7- SSJ upon this subject were not 
strictly conformable to my judgment of the measures which ought 
to have been pursued, under a diSerent administrarion. I knew tho 
genei'al sense of the Board, and I wished, in the opinions I 
gtwe, at the same time to accommodate it to their sentiments 
and to prevent the exti’emities to which I feared they would 
lead. Perhaps if it had been in my power to gnide the mea- 
sures of this Government, and if I conla have depended on the 
nnanimons support of the members of it in their execution, I 
might have proposed a difierear plan of acriou : that which ap- 
pears in my minute of the olst ifay, I still rliink suitable to the 
times, though not to the occasion indepeadeatly considered.' 'Sej'-i. 7.

Had such been his 
motive, he would long since have quitted the scene of trouble in 
which he was involved, and ceased to trouble tlie Court with a 
relation of his grievances. I have made you the judges of them 
because they are yours. The measures of the late administration 
aiiid the divisions of the present, are so intimately interwoven in 
every thread of them in your affairs, that they are not to be sepa- 
rated without hazard of ruin, from too precipitate a revulsion. If 
in the principles and conduct of the late administration, the true 
line of your interests have been attended to and promoted, I can- 
not abandon the defence of them without sacrificing those interests. 

If I think I see the maxims of the present administration dictated 
by px’ivate r.ancour, or the spirit of amNtion ; and their actions 
uniformly tending to distract and injure the affairs entrusted joint- 
ly to my charge, it is my duty to warn you of, the impending 
danger; and your -wisdom will distinguish between the plain 
assertion of facts aud the coloring of prejudices in my representa- 
tions. If I am conscious of possessing- talents, and integiity, 
such as may qualify me to fill with credit the seat which you have 
assigned me, I should repay that benefit with ingratitude, and 
disgrace the choice which you have made of me, were I to desert 
it, because the possession is attended with present trouble and a 
temporary mortification. -*■ * * It is my duty to appeal to your 
authority, for the preservation of your constitution ; not to pray 
justice for the redress of a personal wrong.”
